REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


For the past three years one of the major topics covered in these 
notes concerned three of the larger properties in town. 1991 is 
no exception. 


Camp Sachem was finally sold this past fall to the Swift Water 
Gries ecout COUNCIL. Preliminary discussions indicate that they 
plan major renovation and new construction with a target date to 
at least partially open in the summer of 1993. 


The former Goodell buildings StL. remain vacant and, 
unfortunately, are suffering from increasing vandalism. While 
rumors abound about possible buyers, we are not aware of any real 
interest. Possible land contamination with the cost of clean up, 
as well as a poor economic climate make any sale more difficult. 


The sale of Hawthorne College came as a great relief to us all, 
and we are pleased to welcome Maruzen Hawthorne as our new 
neighbor. Renovation of the badly deteriorated buildings 
continues, as well as the construction of a new water and septic 
system. 


With the sale, the Town received the amount due for unpaid taxes 
enabling us to repay the outstanding bank loan of $600,000 
carried over from 1990. However, a major issue that has faced 
the Board has been the College's request for tax abatements for 
both 1990 and 1991., The deterioration of the buildings since the 
closing in 1988 and the vast difference between the assessed 
value and the actual sales price made it obvious that should the 
issue go to court, the Town would have to accept a Court 
determined valuation. Both the Board and the Town's attorney 
felt that a negotiated settlement would avoid substantial legal 
fees and would be in the Town's best interest. 


Such a settlement was reached in late January, 1992 and resulted 
in an abatement of $99,874 for 1990, including interest, and 
$145,946 for 1991. This payment was covered within the 1991 tax 
rate. The effect that this issue will have on the 1992 tax rate 
will depend on the revaluation of Maruzen-Hawthorne's property as 
BieeADY a yy tho 2 


The Town of Antrim witnessed significant changes in personnel 
during the year 1991. We started the year with a new Police 
Chief, Ralph (Buster) Brooks, whose untimely death in June 
required appointing another new Chief, Brian Brown, in August. At 
year end, Sgt. Gagnon resigned to accept the position of Police 
Chief in Greenfield. 


Donald Phelps resigned from the Board of Selectmen to accept a 


position in Washington State. Dave Boule! graciously accepted 
the appointment to serve until Town Meeting.

Much needed street signs were installed when a less costly type 
of sign was found and many people "sponsored" a sign. 


Painting at the Town Barn and Town Hall was done by inmates of 
the Hillsboro County Dept. of Corrections, at minimal cost to the 
town. 


Thanks are due the efforts of all those responsible in 
establishing an Antrim Newsletter and for the attractive 
Christmas decorations, as well as to all the many dedicated 
volunteers who, as always, devote hours to serving on the various 
Boards and Committees. 


As we begin 1992, in addition to the question discussed above 
relative to the revaluation of Maruzen Hawthorne, we face a 
number of issues, which will at least begin to be discussed at 
Town Meeting. 


The first deals with a possible revaluation of the entire town. 
It is time to consider whether this should be done now or whether 
a capital reserve be established to help pay that cost at some 
future date. 


The second deals with solid waste disposal. As you know, the 
current landfill has been ordered closed as of Oct. 31, 1992. 
The actual closure cost and the portion to be paid by Antrim has 
not been determined. This cost will probably face us in the form 
of a bond issue at the 1993 Town Meeting. 


What must be dealt with this year is establishing a new method to 
handle solid waste disposal after the landfill is closed. Should 
Antrim, Bennington and Francestown establish a joint transfer 
station? Should Antrim go it alone? What degree of recycling 
should occur? Should the cost be covered within the Town's 
budget or should it be paid for by means of a user's fee? These 
are complicated issues and we want and need your input on these 
or any other concerns. 


Hopefully 1992 will see at least the first steps in a long 
awaited economic upturn, but whatever happens we will do our best 
to keep you informed.

JAMES A TUTTLE LIBRARY 
Librarian's Report, 1991 


1991 was a year of record growth here at the Tuttle Library. 
We acquired 831 new books for adults and children and added 69 
new titles to our audio and video tape collections. We 
registered 289 new patrons, 89 of them school children. 

We saw a much higher demand for library services this year. 
Our staff was kept busy answering 568 reference questions - 236 
more than last year! We circulated 21,559 items, 8.5% more than 
1990. Students from local schools came and borrowed 2,628 books 
in the course of their visits. We made 35% more interlibrary 
requests for our patrons, borrowing a total of 202 books and 
magazines from other libraries, while lending out 70 books. 


Our summer reading program, "Some Enchanted Reading", drew 
over 50 children. They helped decorate the library in keeping 
with our medieval theme. Other activities for children included 


our story hours for preschoolers, a kids concert, and art work 
displays. 

Our wonderful volunteers have again helped the library by 
running our annual book sale, this year adding a bake sale as 
well. We're indebted to them for all they do for us, In the 
coming year, we're looking to expand our roster of volunteers, 
thereby expanding the extra services we are able to provide. 

Please stop by and see all the new items available. We have 
lots of good reading and other leisure activities and we're eager 
to hear your suggestions for making the library grow even more!

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF 
THE JAMES A. TUTTLE LIBRARY 


During the year 1991 the trustees held eleven regular 
meetings with its five members and librarian Christine Fleischer 
in faithful attendance. Robert Alvin served as chairman, Lois 
Harriman as treasurer and Richard Winslow as secretary. 

The library gratefully received gifts of money from Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Berry and Mr. Carter Munsie. It also benefited in the 
amount of $4,508.50 as its share of the sale of artifacts owned 
jointly with the Antrim Historical Society - this sum being 
deposited in the library's Building Improvement Fund. On August 
10th, a book/bake sale netted $367.42 to be used for the purchase 
of office equipment. 

The library presently has some 500 active adult patrons and 
is registering 4 or 5 new ones weekly. Patronage includes a 
number of out of town families who are now being charged an 
annual per family fee of $15.00. Demands for library services, 
such as reference assistance, have risen dramatically, nearly 
doubling what they were in 1990. Service to school children 
remains substantial, including alternate week visits by some 13 
classes from the Antrim Elementary School and private schools - 
amounting to about 140 children weekly - to have either a story 
hour or a book talk, and to take out books. 

New bookshelves and storage cabinets for folding chairs were 


provided for upstairs rooms, and the rooms were painted. At the 
same time, the Historical Society provided new cabinets for 
safekeeping of its artifacts - all of this much improving the 
appearance of our second floor facilities. Also, we have 


initiated a process of gradually replacing upstairs windows to 
improve efficiency while maintaining the classic appearance of 
the building. 

The Antrim Historical Society continues to use library 
facilities both as a repository for historical objects and as a 
meeting place. The Antrim Knitters Guild also meets regularly at 
the library. Z 

The trustees are cognizant of the fact that, in the long 
run, increased library usage is going to require added space for 
such things as the proper shelving of books, appropriate reading 
areas and the like. Preliminary thinking was given to this 
during the year. Meanwhile, we believe that the James A. Tuttle 
library continues to serve the community very well.

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REPORT OF THE ANTRIM BUILDING AND ZONING OFFICER 


The President calls the economy "sluggish", the people of Antrim 
call it less than that. Of the 35 building permits issued in 
1991 two were for new homes and one of these was for a summer log 
home. 


Maruzen Hawthorne College was issued six permits one of which is 


for a new kitchen added to the Silver Library. The five other 
buildings being remodeled are Peabody Hall, the only one 
completed; Scarborough Hall, expected to be completed in 
February; the Computer Science/Field House, Administration 


Building, Silver Library/Reading Room to follow next fall. 
Scarborough Hall and the Library now have Antrim's’ first 
elevators. The building code calls for elevators as these 
buildings are three stories in height. Speaking of building 
code, I would like to remind everyone that the New Hampshire 
State law requires that all electrical and plumbing work whether 
it is new or remodeled must be done by a licensed Master 
Electrician or a licensed Master Plumber. 


Of note is that the Town's provision for waiving fees for all 
building under $1000.00 (adopted by petition) requires that an 
application must be made to establish compliance with the Town 
Ordinances, including demolition; and that effective in 1992 and 
1993 the Federal government will be imposing heavy fines on non- 
compliance with requirements for handicap access. 


The Planning Board has adopted new Site Plan and Subdivision 
Regulations and I think that it would be most appropriate if you 
would acquaint yourself with these and other Town Regulations to 
avoid any misunderstandings. Copies of these Ordinances are 
available for your inspection at the Town Hall and the James A. 
Tuttle Library during normal hours. Copies can also be purchased 
at the Town Hall.

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REPORT OF THE ANTRIM PLANNING BOARD 


Following Town Meeting the Planning Board embarked on a new era 
with an elected board. The old board members Rod Zwirner, David 
Essex, Nancy Timko, Judith Pratt and Edwin Rowehl were joined by 
Hugh Giffin and Thelma Nichols. Marie Slugaski, Barbara Elia and 
Gregory Goff were appointed Alternates by the Board. For the 
first time in a number of years we had a full complement of board 
members and alternates. Thelma Nichols resigned from the Board 
in November leaving a one year term to be elected at Town 
Meeting. 


The 1991 Town Meeting passed a number of Zoning Amendments 
including a new set of definitions, changes in the buildable area 
for the Steep Slopes District and a number of minor changes to 
clarify wording in the Ordinance. A petition amendment exempting 
projects under $1000 from building permits was also passed. 
Changes to allow back lots and cluster housing in the Rural 
Conservation District were defeated. 


Much of the Board's time this year was spent on two projects. 
First, the completion and adoption of revised Subdivision 
Regulations combined with the Site Plan Review Regulations. 
Second, the consideration of a major subdivision including a 


cluster development and public improvements. This involved 
considerable investigation and negotiation before a conditional 
approval was. granted. This approval has subsequently been 


appealed to the Hillsborough County Superior Court. 


The Planning Board has processed four minor subdivisions, one 
major subdivision and two minor site plans. One application was 
rejected because of an inadequate survey. In addition, we have 
reviewed plans for Maruzen-Hawthorne College and the Girl Scouts' 
proposal for the Camp Sachem property. 


The fee schedule has been adjusted to more adequately cover the 


cost of processing applications. Our revenues for the year were 
$1132.10. A new State law now allows us to reuse funds collected 
for postage and advertising. This will help to reduce the 


working funds we need for the year. 


The Planning Board is now meeting twice a month on the first and 
third Thursday. Our plans for the coming year consist of 
rezoning the Highway Business Districts to utilize our buildable 
land to better advantage, prepare an Earth Excavation Ordinance 
and complete a new Master Plan.

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1991 HIGHWAY REPORT 


Another year has come to a close. Although there was little snow 
last year, the increase in icy conditions more than made up for 
the lack of snow. Ice storms kept the road crew on the move 
resulting in many overtime hours. This was necessary to insure 
safety for the motorist. 


The Road Improvement budget was used to rebuild one and one third 


miles of Smith Road. The generosity of Mr. Richard Winslow and 
Mr. Edward Winslow made it possible to relocate 2,000 feet of 
Smith Road which resulted in better driving conditions. We wish 


to take this opportunity to thank them for their financial 
assistance. 


A great deal of work has taken place on the bridges in Town. 
Beside minor repairs, the Old Liberty Farm bridge was removed and 
a new prestressed concrete bridge has taken its place. This will 
allow an increase over the previous three ton load limit. The 
Elm Street Extension Bridge was also completed and I'm sure many 
of you are aware of the work being done on the Lovern Mill 
Bridge. The State will be working throughout the winter to 
complete the removal of the Bailey Bridge and construction of the 
new Lovern Mill bridge. 


When it became evident that many of the existing road beds were 
deteriorating at an alarming rate, it became cost effective to 
turn them back to gravel and eliminate the asphalt. In this way 
they can be maintained to ensure safety. The roads involved this 
year were 700 feet of Gregg Lake Road, 2,000 feet of Craig Road, 
500 feet of White Birch Point Road as well as 400 feet of Salmon 
Brook Road. 


We were very lucky that there was no reportable road damage 
during Hurricane Bob. Many of our neighboring Towns were not so 
fortunate. 


400 yards of pugmill was used throughout the Town to make some 
minor repairs and most of the gravel roads had new gravel added, 
graded and rolled as the need arose. 


Some of our equipment gave us problems this year. The oldest 
sander which is eleven years old had to be rebuilt and due to 
other major break downs, we canceled our road sealing program in 
an effort to stay within the budget. 


The crew helped haul sand to the school in order to have a safe 


foundation for the new playground for our children. I"m sure 
everyone agrees the volunteers did a wonderful job collecting the 
funds and constructing the playground. This is just one of many 


projects the Town can be proud of. 


We started replacing road signs throughout the Town. Much of the 
funds have been donated by those of you who wished to adopt a 
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Sign. We will continue to make signs as time permits and install 
them as soon as possible. We choose the new signs in an effort 
to discourage removal such as took place in the past. 


Although West St. was scheduled for rebuilding in 1992, a change 
in plans may require the rebuilding of Goodell Road in its place. 
We try to be flexible in order to do what is most valuable to the 
Town. 


Your Highway Crew and I wish to express our appreciation and 
thank you for your support and patience throughout the year.

You will note that some of them are listed as 
"projected" which means that these have only been kept the last 
three months of the year and are more of an estimate based on 
those three months than an accurate accounting.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY SERVICES 
OVERVIEW OF SERVICES PROVIDED FOR THE TOWN OF ANTRIM 


*Monadnock Family Services provides a full range of treatment for 
individuals who need counseling, or who are experiencing a mental 
disorder. There are no restrictions based on diagnosis or age, 
and we continue to offer services to clients with little or no 
income. The Peterborough District Office is open five days and 
three nights every week. The Jaffrey District Office is open 
three days and one evening each week. Based in our Peterborough 
Office, we provide 24 hour Emergency Services 7 days a week, 365 
days a year. As a part of that coverage, Monadnock Family 
Services staff also provide crisis services to the Monadnock 
Community Hospital emergency room, and to patients admitted to 
the medical units upon a physician's request. 


*It is our goal to maintain quality services to residents of our 
catchment area, and to provide for the identified counseling 
needs of the community. 


*Last year the Monadnock Family Services served over 1132 
individuals in you area with more than 23,046 visits for direct 
treatment. Services we offer in addition to Emergency Services 
include: Psychiatric Assessment and Medication Treatment (i.e, 
family members, school personnel, legal or other sources of 
referral). 


*This past year for the town of Antrim we provided 1,644 visits 
for direct treatment. Of the 92 open cases, 24 were male and 68 
female, 20 were under the age of 18, 68 between the ages of 18 
and 59, and 4 were 60 or older. 


*None of these individuals were certified as chronically mentally 
ill and 14 were certified as several mentally ill, as per New 
Hampshire Department of Mental Health guidelines. The average 
fee for service, paid by the client, was $0.65 per hour. 


*Primary referral sources were as_ follows: self-referred, 
physicians, social service agencies, schools, and courts, in that 
order. 


*MFS Adult Care Center was open 860 hours in 1991, with an 


average daily attendance of approximately 18 clients. We 
provided over 15,526 hours of service to elderly residents and 
their families. Many of the clients in the program have 


Alzheimer's Disease or related illnesses due to aging. 


*The dollar amount requested from your town to help us continue 
offering these services, is arrived at by multiplying the 1990 
Census Bureau population figure by $1.00. This per capita amount 
includes no increase from last two years. The amount we are 
requesting is $2,337.00.

St. Joseph Community Services has served 45 Antrim residents 
during FY "91. Of the 45, zero persons were served Meals On 
Wheels on Title XX, for proven low income any age. That program 
is augmented by the County government. 


We request the same amount of money for the 45 Antrim persons 
served through our Senior Centers at Antrim Village and St. 
Mary's Church in Hillsboro. For 1992 we request $60 per client 
as we did in 1991 and 1990. 


Among other services, we are noted for our abilities to provide 
as follows: 


Nutritional Meals: Meals designed by our team in conjunction 
with the Marriott Corporation for any number of meals per week. 


Outreach: Activity designed to locate and identify hard to 
reach, isolated and withdrawn elderly on a one to one basis to 
disseminate information about available services and assist them 
in gaining access to needed services. Such services must include 
arranging for referral and follow up of individual found in need. 


Information: Activity designed to provide an older person with 
current and relevant information. 


Referral: Activity designed to help an older person identify 
appropriate resources and services, offered by other than the 
Agency Program, which meet their needs. 


Health Counseling & Related Services: Service of assisting 
individuals to attain and maintain a favorable condition of 
health by helping them to identify and understand their health 
needs and to secure and use necessary medical treatment. 


Nutrition Education: A formal program of regularly scheduled 
meetings to make available facts about the kind and amount of 
foods required to meet one's daily nutritional needs. May also 
include providing information about special nutritional needs due 
to illness. Such education may or may not be a part of a Title 
III C program. 


Recreation: Activity designed to provide the elderly with time 
for entertainment in the form of. library, bingo, cards, arts & 
crafts, visits or trips to various places, i.e. annual picnic. 
Transportation Service can be arranged.

The Antrim Parks and Recreation Commission has had a busy and 
growing year.

MILL POND IMPROVEMENT COMMITTEE 


The past year has been one of delight and frustration 
for the Mill Pond Improvement Committee. We're delighted 
that Antrim is receiving $16,250 in federal funds to help 
dredge and clean up the pond behind Town Hall, and frustrated 
that bureaucratic red tape and fickle weather delayed the 
projectithismtak.l. 

Our committee has not been idle while we waited, and 
waited, and waited, for the official word from Washington. 
Although we were notified in December, 1990, that the mill 
pond project had been awarded the grant, the final paperwork 
was complicated. Our official application was forwarded to 
Concord this summer, including a new map of the project area. 
We had hoped for final approval by September but the wheels 
of government turned slowly and our you-can-now-spend-the- 
money letter finally arrived just after New Years. 

Last spring Pat Webber worked diligently on getting our 
dredge and fill permit through the N.H. Wetlands Board. 
Letters to state officials - from Gov. Judd Gregg on down - 
helped ease that process. State officials decided that the 
mill pond project could be considered maintenance dredging, 
saving the town the large permit fee required for new 
projects. Pat is now working with the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers to determine if that department needs to involved 
as well. 

During the summer, the committee met with dredging 
specialists from East Coast Steel. Plans were to begin the 
dredging the pond with a crane and bulldozer last fall, if 
the federal approval was received in time. The red tape 
delay may have been a blessing in disguise; the autumn rains 
were heavy and the frost was late, making a successful dredge 
almost impossible. 

And in December, committee members met with GTE 
representatives to discuss public access across the telephone 
company's property. Those talks went well and we are working 
with GTE, deciding on the best way to provide a path between 
the Town Hall property and the dam area. 

Our plans for 1992 are to drain the pond and start the 
dredge in July or August. Hopefully the huge piles of 
dredged materials won't be too unsightly. We'll need your 
patience while the sludge dries out a bit so0 we can start 
spreading it around or trucking it away. 

Special thanks goes to Phil Dwight who donated a picnic 
table for use behind the Town Hall. It's nice to have 
something tangible in place while we wait for the rest of the 
project to be finished.

We have audited the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Antrim, New 
Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 1991, and have issued our report thereon dated 
January 30, 1992. 


In planning and performing our audit of the general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of Antrim, New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 1991, we considered its 
internal control structure in order to determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of 
expressing our opinion on the financial statements and not to provide assurance on the internal 
control structure. ; 


The management of the Town of Antrim, New Hampshire is responsible for establish- 
ing and maintaining an internal control structure. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates and 
judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits and related costs of 
internal control structure policies and procedures. The objectives of an internal control struc- 
ture are to provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that assets are 
safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and that transactions are execut- 
ed in accordance with management’s authorization and recorded properly to permit the prepa- 
ration of financial statements in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. 
Because of inherent limitations in any internal control structure, errors or irregularities may 
nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the structure to 
future periods is subject to the risk that procedures may become inadequate because of changes 
in conditions or that the effectiveness of the design and operation of polices and procedures 
may deteriorate. 


For the purpose of this report, we have classified the significant internal control struc- 
ture policies and procedures in the following categories: 


Budget 

Cash and investments 

Revenue and receivables 

Service revenues and receivables 

Expenditures for goods and services 
and accounts payable 

Payroll and related liabilities 

Debt and debt service expenditures

For all of the control categories listed above, we obtained an understanding of the 
design of relevant policies and procedures and whether they have been placed in operation, and 
we assessed control risk. 


We noted certain matters involving the internal control structure that we consider to be 
reportable conditions under standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants. Reportable conditions involve matters coming to our attention relating to signifi- 
cant deficiencies in the design or operation of the internal control structure that could, in our 
judgment, adversely affect the Town’s ability to record, process, summarize, and report finan- 
cial data consistent with the assertions of Town officials in the financial statements. 


TAX COLLECTOR RECORDS 
Observation 

During the audit of the Tax Collector records, we noted the following: 

Abatements were issued by the Board of Selectmen for taxes previously paid and in one 
instance, for more than the property tax assessed. We also noted that multiple abatements are 


recorded on one slip and not dated. 


No accounts receivable ledger is maintained for yield taxes. Warrants are filed in a 
folder and notations indicating payment was received are recorded on the warrant. 


Property taxes are not formally committed to the Tax Collector. The summary page is 
signed by the Selectmen as the commitment. 


Implication 


The controls over property taxes and receivables are weakened. The potential for 
errors Or Omissions are increased when common business practices are not followed. 


The lack of a formal commitment potentially invalidates the collection and assessment 
of taxes. The Town is also not in compliance with State law. 


Recommendation 

It is our recommendation that prenumbered abatement forms should be issued by the 
Board of Selectmen along with supporting documentation. All abatements should be properly 
dated to ensure that they are accounted for in the proper year. If multiple abatements are 
issued, a list should be attached to the slip. 


A journal should be maintained indicating the date of the yield tax and when payment 
has been received. This would facilitate the accounting for the yield taxes at year end. 


We recommend that the Selectmen formally commit the property taxes to the Tax 
Collector in accordance with RSA 76:10.

WATER AND SEWER BILLINGS 
Observation 
While reviewing the water and sewer billings, we noted that the warrant was not recon- 


ciled to either the billings or the year end reports. We also noted that the commitment is the 
summary page of the billings and is signed by the Board of Commissioners. 


Implication 


In order to determine an accurate amount of water and sewer fees committed to the Tax 
Collector, the billings should be reconciled to the warrant and computer printout. This will 
help to detect errors on a timely basis. 


Recommendation 


We recommend that the water and sewer bills be reconciled to the summary totals as 
printed by the computer. The Commissioners should formally commit the amounts to be 
collected to the Tax Collector after they are reconciled. 


A material weakness is a reportable condition in which the design or operation of the 
specific internal control structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk 
that errors or irregularities in amounts that would be material to the general purpose financial 
statement may occur and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the normal 
course of performing their assigned functions. 


Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all 
matters in the internal control structure that might be reportable conditions and accordingly, 
would not necessarily disclose all conditions that are considered to be material weaknesses as 
defined above. 


However, we noted the following reportable conditions that we believe to be material 
weaknesses. 


WARRANTS 
Observation 


While examining the commitments for added property taxes, we noted that the Tax 
Collector billed taxpayers and accepted payments without a warrant from Selectmen. 


Implication 
The internal control structure is not operating as designed by the State. 
Recommendation 


We recommend that the Tax Collector should not send tax bills or accept payments 
without a warrant from the Board of Selectmen authorizing her to do so. 
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WATER AND SEWER ACCOUNTING 
Observation 

At year end, no formal report had been prepared to account for water and sewer reve- 
nues and receivables. There was also no reconciliation of receipts of prior year accounts 


receivable. All receipts for prior year billings were commingled into one account with no 
segregation for interest. 


Implication 
There is a lack of internal control over revenues and receivables as there is no account- 


ing for them. Formal reconciliation will also enable errors or mispostings to be identified in a 
timely manner. 


Recommendation 

The Tax Collector should prepare year end reports reconciling water and sewer fees 
committed to her, receipts, and accounts receivable. The receipts for prior year billings 
should be clearly indicated as water fees, sewer fees, and interest applicable to each. This will 
ensure that interest and payments are credited to the proper fund. 


This report is intended for the information of the Board of Selectmen. This restriction 
is not intended to limit the distribution of this report, which is a matter of public record.

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1991 TRUSTEES OF THE TRUST FUND REPORT 


1991 was a challenging year for the Trustees. We faced rapldly 
declining interest rates and unprecedented bank failures. This required 
a considerable movement of investments including moving some funds from 
banks to government securities. During the course of the year, we had 
investments in four banks that falled. Fortunately, all these accounts 
were under $100,000, fully FDIC insured, and no principal was lost. 


We especially appreciate the work of Wilton "Mac" MacLachlan in so ably 
moving the investments and tracking them. Mac is retiring as a trustee 
this year after seven years and we will miss him. 


In spite of these challenges, overall trust distributions for 1991 were 
about equal to those in 1990. Unfortunately, in 1992 we will see a 
significant decline in trust income as the effects of lower interest 
rates are fully felt.
